BERI.IN, March 29.—(/)—An un- 
announced number of nuns and monks 
have been arrested “in numerous Cath-

UN FIRE INSURERS 


Out-of-StateAgents Must 
Register and Pay Pre- 
mium Levy. 


Lewis A. Irons, deputy state insur- 
ance commissioner, said Friday that a 
bill passed by the general assembly 
and approved by Governor Talmadge 
would halt all out-of-state agents from 
writing fire and casualty insurance in 
Georgia unless they registered with 
the insurance commissioner and paid 
the regular 11-2 per cept. tax levied 
against all insurance prewiiums. 

Irons declared that he believed that 
the measure, which amends the act 
regulating all insurance agents in the 
state, would net the state between 
$20,000 and $25,000, this to be the 
premium tax and the occupational tax 
levied on agents. The occupational 
tax on agents is $10. 

“For some years out-of-staté agents 
have been operating extensively in 
Yeorgia,” Mr. Irons gaid. ‘Most of 
the insurance they sell is to companies 
which have offices or branches in 
Atlanta but which have their head- 
quarters elsewhere. These agents have 
‘not been paying their occupational tax 
| to thé state and they also have not 
been paying the tax on the premiums 
thev collect.

TVA'PROPAGANDA 
FLAYED AT HEARING 


Ohioan Charges Authori- 
ty Is Entering Schools 
To Insure Prejudice. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—(?)— 
The spreading of what was called 
“propaganda” by the TVA in the pub- 
lie schools was sharply criticized to- 
day before the house interstate com- 
merce committee along with the Ray- 
burn-Wheeler holding company bill. 

Interrupting testimony by S. R. 
Inch, president of the big Electric 
Bond and Share group, against the 
holding company bill, Representative 
Cooper, republican, Ohio, charged that 
the TVA distributed “propaganda” ar- 
ticles amore schools and .urged pupils 
to keep “TVA scrapbooks.” 

Referring to Senator Wheeler who 
denounced anti-holding company “‘prop- 
aganda,’” Cooper threw the committee 
into an uproar when he charged “there 
are two sides to this question, depend- 
ing on who's making the propaganda.” 

Inch and John W. Carpenter, presi- 
dent of the Texas Power and Light 
Company, both claimed the Rayburn 
bill, to abolish holding companies by 
1940, would be “ruinous” to the in- 
dustry and the stockholders. 

Instead of going ahead with “this 
drastic proposal,” Inch urged the cre- 
ation of an impartial fact-finding com- 
'mission to “find the actual, needed, 
| reasonable basis for regulation,” which 
che insisted he did not oppose. 
| In his attack on TVA during Inch’s 
testimony, Cooper read from an arti- 
|cle in the National Education Asso- 
ciation Journal of last December, sug- 
gesting that school pupils might keep 
scrapbooks on the Tennessee Valley 
project, and a number of other cur- 
ricular recommendations including 
“TVA commencement programs.” 

“Who wrote this article?” Cooper 
asked after the laughter had subsided 
in the crowded, smoke-filled committee 
‘room.

Treasurer Says Diverted 
Money on Deposit, But 
Warrant Is Needed. 


Payment of the $1,529,300.15 due 
school ted@chers and bus drivers under 
the diversion act awaits action by 
the governor, State Treasurer George 
B. Hamilton announced Friday. 

Hamilton said the money was on 
deposit in his office and needed only 
& warrant drawn on the treasury by 
Governor Talmadge. 


The money was made available by 
an act of the 1935 legislature, divert- 
ing $2,000,000 of the highway depart- 
ment’s funds for payment of unpaid 
appropriations due the common schools 
in Georgia and back debts to Confede- 
rate soldiers and widows of deceased 
veterans. 

Shortly after the act was passed 
and Signed by the governor, $470. 
699.85 was mailed out promptly to pay 
veterans and- widows. Of this amount, 
$8,629 was refunded to the treasury 
but it remains in the pension fund. 

Hamilton said he had been furnished 
with a list showing how much money 
is due the 159 counties on a pro rata 
basis. It came from M. D. Collins 
state school superintendent. ‘ 

“But this list does not authorize 
me to pay out this monéy,” the treas- 
urer said. “It must be done on R 
warrant from the governor.” 

He said he set aside the $1,529,300 
for schools as soon as the act was 
passed, authorizing- the governor to 
porate this money to the various 
counties with the stipulation that wn- 
ee teachers and bus drivers must 
be paid off by the local school supers 
intendents before any of the money 
could be used for other purposes. 

It was one of Governor Talmadge’s 
pet measures. 

Because payment was delayed. mem- 
bers of the housé of representatives 
charged that he was “holding up” the 
money. and demanded an interpreta- 
tion of the diversion act from the at- 
torney-general. The attorney-general 
declined.

JUMBO-COLOSSI WASHINGTON, March 29.—Secretary Ickes 

got quite a shock when he saw the press 
dispatches from Florida a few days ago. These dispatches, written 
by newsmen accompanying President Roosevelt, announced that 
Harry Hopkins was to be the jumbo-colossus of the new relief pro- 
gram. 

Now, Mr. Ickes knew, which the average news reader may not, 
that presidential newsmen do not make such things up out of their 
heads. Only two persons could have inspired that story, Mr. Roose- 
velt or Mr. Hopkins. 

You can imagine how that made Mr. Ickes feel. Here he has 
been the jumbo-colossus of the PWA, for many months, and has 
aspirations. To add insult to injury, the dispatches mentioned that 
“perhaps, Mr. Ickes, among others,” would be permitted to help 
Mr. Hopkins. 

Mr. Ickes put on his hat and coat and went to the White House. 


SOOTHING SYRUP There, standing guard, during the presi- 


dent’s absence, was Stephen Early, who is 
a diplomat as well as a secretary. Mr. Early is supposed to have 
worked on Mr, Ickes’ brow, unruffling it. At least he gave out an 
official announcement that Mr. Roosevelt himself would run the new 
relief program. There would be no jumbo-colossus. 


UNCERTAINTIES This would have saved the inside situation, 

except for one thing. Mr. Ickes has one re- 
lief plan. Mr. Hopkins has an entirely different one. While Mr. 
Ickes has not been seen much around the White House lately, Mr. 
Hopkins was significantly invited fo accompany the president on the 
train as far as Jacksonville, 

That is the way it goes. The uncertainty of business, if any, is 
insignificant compared with uncertainty among White House favor- 
ites. One day, you are sitting happily on the presidential knee. Next 
day, you may be on the floor, wondering how you got there. 

Consequently the Florida dispatches conveyed a hint that the 
Hopkins plan had the edge over the Ickes plan. Furthermore, cer-

CERTAINTIES This may sound like a very muddled situation, 

but it is not. The only part muddled was the 
Jacksonville end of the publicity.

Mr. Roosevelt will run it. Mr. Hopkins will have the biggest job 
in it, the job of creating immediate work relief.

Professor Tugwell will run 
the rural rehabilitation end. This will leave Mr. Ickes the tail end, 
the remnants of the PWA (slums clearance and perhaps a few other 


_ odds and ends). 
EXPLANATION This does not imply any lack of confidence in 
Mr. Ickes on the part of the White House or 
anyone else. It is a simple truth that he has been handling more | 
than any one man could. Furthermore, certain senators say they 
have received a promise from the White House that Mr. Ickes would 
not control the new set-up. Congress always gets its man. 


WHERE A confidential survey has been made of the relief rolls 

by the FERA crowd. It shows very simply what the 
problem is. It answers the two big questions of where the relief 
rollers are and who they are. 

More than half of them are in 142 cities of.the country. 

For instance, California has 206,781 on relief, and 201,515 are 
in the five cities of Los Angeles, Oakland, Sacramento, San Diego 
and San Francisco. 

New York state has 472,780 on the rolls and 402,958 of them 
in the six cities of Albany, Buffalo, New York, Rochester, Syracuse, 
Utica. 

Ohio has 276,987, and 219,152 in eight big cities. 

* The major portion of the relief problem, therefore, is in the 
cities. 


WHO The survey further shows that nearly one-half (exactly 44 
per cent) are factory workers. They were formerly em- 

ployed in the manufacturing and mechanical industries. The next 
largest group was in domestic and personal service trades, then fol- 
low the groups of transportation and communication workers, sales- 
men and clerical workers. 

Professional people are far down in the list, with teachers head- 
ing that group. 

The building trades (the only one helped by PWA) account for 
fewer than one-fourth of those on relief. 


SOLUTION The program must be adapted to the unemployed, 

not the unemployed to the program. Types of work 
must be furnished which they can do, and the work must be fur- 
nished where they are. 

Therefore, more than half of it must be in the cities or adjacent 
to them, and it must be the type of work which can be performed 
by factory workers, etc. 

This shows how foolish are the politico-statesmen who are con- 
tinually crying for tremendous building projects to solve the entire 
relief problem. It shows also that the new program must be highly 
diversified, and carefully segregated. : 

You can see that more than half of it must be a glorified CWA. 


You can see also why Hopkins is getting the big end of the job.

Farmers’ Citizenship Institute 


Holds First Session at Bowdon 


Notable Speakers Appear on Program of First 


Meeting of Its Kind Ever Held in State. 
Farmers’ Part in Public Affairs Stressed. 


By JULIAN HARRIS. 

BOWDON, Ga., March 29.—The 
first farmers’ institute of citizenship 
in ‘the south was opened here this aft- 
ernoon under the auspices of Emory 
University. The auditorium of Bow- 
don College was filled with interested 
listeners, more than half of whom 
were students, when Rev. FE. G&G. 
Thomason introduced Dr. Cullen B. 
Gosnell, of Emory University. 

Rev. Thomason told how he had 
Suggested the farmers’ institute of 
citizenship to Dr. Harvey W. Cox, 
president of Emory, and expressed the 
appreciation of himself and his as- 
sociates for the instant and cordial 
co-operation they encountered. 

The interest of Emory University 
in the proposal inspired Rev. Thom- 
ason with the thought that the uni- 
versities of today had broadened their 
activities, therefore he had invited Dr. 
Cox to speak on “The University and 
the Community.” 

Dr. Cox, who was introduced by 
Dr. Gosnell, agreed that the universi- 
ties of today no longer restricted th 
interests to the campus, The confines 
of a university, he said, are restricted 
neither to the campus nor to the im- 
mediate . community, but extended 
throughout the state and even the 
nation, 

“The influence of auniversity,” said 
Dr. Cox, “might well extend beyond 
the borders of its own country into 
the entire world. There is no longer 
an aloofness about a university and 
its faculty, the majority of universi- 
ties seek to contribute something real 
to the people of its section. 

“Members of a university faculty 
are not only trained, each in his par- 
ticular sphere, but have an opportuni- 
tv to study conditions without preju- 
dice as well as free from _ political 
pressure, The results of these studies 
and investigations are yours for the 
asking. Such meetings as this one are 
a token of the willingness, even the 
eagerness of universities to participate 
in the life of the people and aid in 
the solution of their problems.” 

Dr. Cox addressed himself particu- 
larly to the many listening students 
when he discussed the question of 
making a living. It is, he said, not a 
matter of what your work is but your 
manner of earning that living. It is 
the business of a university, he said, 
so to teach and train its students that 
they will be able to obtain the most 
compensatory work in the face of com- 
petition, 

“There is danger,” added Dr. Cox, 
“of putting too much stress on mak- 
ing money rather than on one’s man- 
ner of living. There is after all too 
much emphasis on the amount one 
makes rather than on the grace of 
one’s life. Important beyond measure 
is what we contribute to life rather 
than what we take out of it.” 

Dr. Cox warned his younger hearers 
that they were confronted by a chang- 
ing scheme of thifgs and that new 
problems were arising and would con- 
tinue to arise. Many of these problems 
are, he said, new to the older genera- 
tion, and the generation now coming 
on must seek to prepare themselves to 
cope with the strange and the new 
whether in politics or economics or 
various phases of the sciences, 

Cauley Speaks on Taxes. 

Dr. T. J. Cauley, head of the de- 
partment of economics at Georgia 
Tech, spoke next on “Agrarianism, the 
Distribution of Land.” 

“Taxation,” said Dr. Cauley, “is 
undoubtedly one of the most powerful 
implements which the government has 
for the guidance of economic activity. 
It has been used in times past and 
present to bring about any number of 
social and economic reforms, and it 
can be used to help in redistributing 
the ownership of farm land, 

““We should have a graduated gen- 
eral property with a tax exempt min- 
imum of $5,000. The loss of revenue 
from small holdings should be made up 
by higher rates on large holdings. 
Owners of farm land which they do 
not themselves cultivate should be tax- 
ed a higher rate than are actual farm- 
ers. Land owners who live outside 
the county in which their lands are 
located should be taxed at a higher 
rate than otherwise, and those who 
live outside the state at a still higher 
rate, 

“The federal government should es- 
tablish credit facilities for the pur- 
chase of farm land by landless farm- 
ers with a small down payment, low 
interest rate, and long term repay- 
ment of principle. 

“The farmers should raise every- 
thing possible at home so as to have 
their cash income available in large 
part for making payments upon their 
land until it is paid for.” 


Dr. Gosnell Speaks. 
_ “Local Government Re-organization 
in Georgia,” was the subject of the 


present at the,.institute in proportion 
to enrollment than any other.

In Jonesboro Slaying 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 
29,.—(f)—_ A man convicted in the 
slaying of a roadhouse operator, Stan- 
ley Dodge, near Jonesboro, last year, 
was electrocuted at the state prison 
today. 

Superintendent Rollie Lawrence, of 
the prison, said the man was convict- 
ed as Victor Pierce, but before going 
to his death told him that his real 
name was Valmore Wilkerson. “He 
said he was from Jllinois—central Illi- 
nois—but I do not recall the name of 
the town,” the superintendeng said: 
“He told me he had taken the name 
Pierce to avoid embarrassment to his 
family.” 

The superintendent said Pierce ad- 
mitted participating in the hold-up 
last year. The attendant was shot 
as he reached for a gun. 

“Pierce, or Wilkerson, told me that 
he and his partner, now serving life 
sentence, both had guns and fired 
when the man reached for a gun,” 
Lawrence said. 

Dodge, operator of a roadhouse near 
Jonesboro, was slain in February, 
1934, when he resisted an attempt by 
two men to rob him. one of whom was 
injured in the exchange of _ shots. 
Pierce and a man booked as Jack 
Gibson were later arrested and charg- 
ed with the slaying. Pierce received 
the death sentence and Gibson was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the 
chain gang, and is now serving the 
term. 


HUBBARD IS NAMED

LOUISVILLE, Ga., March 29.—

Dr. Gosnell said Georgia needs to 
reorganize her local governments 
“rather drastically.” He said the 
state has too many local areas, citing 
that in the state there are 1,800 
militia districts, 425 incorporated 
towns and cities, about 1,600 school 
districts and 159 counties. 

In part Dr. Gosnell said: 

“Our most important problem is 
that of the county. While the state 
has a square mile area/‘of 58,725 we 
have 159 counties. The average square 
mile area of the Georgia county is 
364.7 and the areas vary all the way 
from 114 for Clarke to 956 for Burke. 
At the same time the average area 
for the county the country over is 
975. The population of Georgia coun- 
ties varies all the way from 2,744 for 
Echols to 335,220 for Fulton. There 
are 50 counties with less than 10,000 
population each in the state and the 
average for all counties, according to 
Ivan Allen, is 18,159. 

“Should counties in Georgia be con- 
solidated? I believe it is desirable 
but it is doubtful if it can be done. 
Ivan Allen suggests that the 159 
counties be consolidated into 41 and 
he thinks a large saving can be ef- 
fected. I doubt if much money can 
be saved, 

“County-city consolidation would be 
a good thing in metropolitan areas 
like Atlanta. There is considerable 
over-lapping in police and school ad- 
ministration which should be elimi- 
nated. Such an area could be created 
that would take care adequately of 
urban problems. In this way the in- 
habitants outside the city could secure 
adequate fire and police protection and 
proper sanitation. The sewage prob- 
lem is a serious one in the Atlanta 
metropolitan area.
